On last Wednesday morn¬ 
ing, Henry Cooper and Bud 
Watson, two prisoners con¬ 
fined in our county jail at 
Brooksville, effected their es¬ 
cape. Jailer McDonald went 
into the room at daylight and 
let the prisoners out of their 
holding cells and told them to 
make a fire in the stove. He 
then went out locking the door 
after him, entering another 
room. He was intending to 
build a fire and make breakfast 
and thus, while engaged the 
prisoners raised a piece of iron 
plate that covered the floor, 
and under which they had pre¬ 
viously bored a hole, they ef¬ 
fected an immediate escape. 

A posse was effected and 
without any luck, the men 
have not been found. This 
is the second escape in the 
same year from the new jail at 
Brooksville.

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Frankfort Focus 

A Legislative Perspective on the Kentucky 
General Assembly 
State Rep. Mike Denham 


During the opening days 
of most legislative sessions 
in even-numbered years, the 
primary focus is getting bills 
moving through committee 
and readying for the gover¬ 
nor’s budget proposal. 

As many of you may 
know, however, this year is 
somewhat different, as the 
General Assembly is also 
taking on the once-in-a-de- 
cade task of redrawing the 
population boundaries for 
itself, the Kentucky Supreme 
Court and the state’s six con¬ 
gressional seats. It’s some¬ 
thing all states are required 
to do after each Census. 

The legislature is acting 
quickly so that those seeking 
office have enough time to 
study the changes before the 
filing deadline of Jan. 31st. 

In getting the plans ready, 
House leaders had several le¬ 
gal guidelines to follow. In 
the House’s case, that meant 
keeping the 100 districts 
within five percent of the 
ideal population of 43,393 
people; maintaining as much 
county integrity as possible; 
and ensuring that minority 
rights are not diminished. In 
the end, 28 counties have 
been split in the House plan, 
with 22 because they were 
too large for a single dis¬ 
trict and the remaining six to 
make the plan feasible. 

Kentucky has seen sig¬ 
nificant population shifts in 
the last decade, both to the 
north and to the center. Ken¬ 
tucky has grown by seven 
percent, but Eastern and 
Western Kentucky have lost 
population. This requires 
many changes in the task of 
redistricting and has caused 
some significant changes for 
many members. 

In addition to adopting 
the House plan, the House 
has also approved the recom¬ 
mended map the Kentucky 
Supreme Court provided last 
fall for itself and the Ken¬ 
tucky Court of Appeals and 
the chamber also approved 
a congressional map. All of 
these have been sent to the 
Senate for its consideration. 

While redistricting took 
up much of our time this past 
week, there were other high¬ 
lights as well. 

The House Education 
Committee, for example, 
unanimously approved leg¬ 
islation that would establish

uniform teacher evaluations 
statewide by the 2014-15 
school year. This would 
streamline a system that now 
varies from district to district 
and is, in the words of the 
committee chairman, “very 
subjective.” 

If this becomes law, 
teachers would be evaluated 
by someone who knows their 
subject area, and parent and 
student feedback could play 
a role as well. Districts that 
already offer something sim¬ 
ilar could be grandfathered 
in as-is. 

With education in mind, 
it was announced on Thurs¬ 
day that Kentucky students 
are continuing to do very 
well when measured against 
their peers in other states. 
The national publication 
Education Week reported in 
its latest annual study that 
our overall grade in elemen¬ 
tary and secondary educa¬ 
tion was 14th best among the 
states, up 20 spots in just a 
year and ahead of such states 
as Tennessee, Indiana, North 
Carolina and Missouri. This 
report looks at such things as 
testing results, how high our 
standards are and the quality 
of our teachers. 

In other good news, the 
state budget director an¬ 
nounced last week that De¬ 
cember was an especially 
good month for state rev¬ 
enues, indicating a growing 
economy. Receipts were up 
nearly 7 percent from a year 
ago, and the road fund was 
up more than 13 percent. 

Early this week, Gov¬ 
ernor Beshear will appear 
before a joint session of the 
General Assembly to formal¬ 
ly present his budget propos¬ 
al to run the state for the next 
two years. He has indicated it 
would not be easy, even with 
modest growth predicted by 
the state’s economists. I will 
of course update you next 
week on what he discusses.

THIS IS FOR JESUS

Visiting a young pastor and his family some time 
ago I observed a touching example of true Christian 
stewardship. 

It was nearly time to go to church, when the pastor's 
wife reached for a small box containing a few coins and 
handed it to her little boy. The coins represented the boy's 
earnings received for jobs done, good behaviour, etc. 

Seriously the boy contemplated the contents of the box 
and took from it two dimes — a substantial portion of the 
whole. Then looking up at me he said earnestly: "This is 
for Jesus". 

Several Scriptural lessons about Christian giving came 
to mind as we observed this simple incident. 

This little lad had already been taught the responsibility 
of participating systematically in supporting the work of the 
Lord (I Cor. 16:2). He gave "as he purposed in his heart"; 
no one suggested how much he ought to give (II Cor.9:7). 
After thinking it over carefully, he gave sacrificially 
(II Cor.8:7,9). He "proved the sincerity of his love" (II 
Cor. 8:8), for it was with sincere, childlike affection that he 
said: "This is for Jesus". 

Most of all, perhaps, his gift was a living demonstration 
of Paul's exhortation in Romans 12:8: "He that giveth, 
let him do it with simplicity". There was no fanfare, no 
boasting, no evidence of any feeling that he was doing a lot 
for the Lord; just an attitude of simple, humble satisfaction 
that he could join others in supporting the work of Christ. 

How much we, who have too often been hardened 
through the years, can learn from children! 


Cooler temperatures increase the 
risk for carbon monoxide poisoning 

Improper use of generators, heating or 
cooking devices can be source of exposure 

As outdoor winter tern- a by-product, and improper 


peratures drop and the risk 
for carbon monoxide poison¬ 
ing increases, Kentuckians 
are urged to be aware of the 
dangers of carbon monox¬ 
ide (CO) poisoning due to 
improper use of heating or 
cooking devices. 

“Carbon monoxide poi¬ 
soning can be deadly and 
should be taken seriously,” 
said Steve Davis, M.D., act¬ 
ing Kentucky Department 
for Public Health (DPH) 
commissioner. “We urge 
Kentuckians to take steps 
to prevent exposure to car¬ 
bon monoxide by avoiding 
the use of gasoline-powered 
stoves or charcoal grills as 
indoor sources of heat. It can 
be a matter of life or death.” 

In 2010, there were 206 
emergency room visits for 
Kentucky residents related to 
carbon monoxide exposures, 
he said. 

Items such as kerosene 
or propane gas stoves and 
ovens have been used as 
alternative heat sources in¬ 
doors, sometimes with tragic 
results. These devices emit 
a colorless, odorless gas, 
called carbon monoxide, as

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use can lead to severe cases 
of carbon monoxide poison¬ 
ing. DPH advises Kentucki¬ 
ans to follow these steps tak¬ 
en from guidelines issued by 
the National Center for Envi¬ 
ronmental Health to prevent 
carbon monoxide poisoning: 

• Install a battery-oper¬ 
ated carbon monoxide detec¬ 
tor in your home or replace 
the battery when you change 
the time on your clocks each 
spring and fall for daylight 
saving time. If the detector 
sounds, leave your home im¬ 
mediately and call 911. On 
average, carbon monoxide 
detectors should be replaced 
about every five years. 

• Don’t use a generator, 
charcoal grill, camp stove or 
other gasoline or charcoal- 
burning device inside your 
home, basement or garage or 
outside near a window. 

• Don’t run a car or truck 
inside a garage attached to 
your house, even if you leave 
the door open. 

• Don’t use a fireplace 
that isn’t properly vented. 
Don’t heat your house with a 
gas oven. 

• Be sure to carefully 
follow manufacturers’ in¬ 
structions for kerosene heat¬ 
ers, making sure the wick is 
set at the proper level and is 
clean. Ensure your kerosene 
heater is only operated in a 
well-vented area. Kerosene 
heaters require 1-K grade 
kerosene fuel and the fuel 
should be clear, not colored 
or cloudy. To avoid the risk 
of fire, place kerosene heat¬ 
ers several feet away from 
all furniture, curtains, pa¬ 
per, clothes, bedding and 
other combustible materials. 
Infants, small children and 
pets should be kept away 
from heaters to avoid serious 
bums. 

• Seek immediate medi¬ 
cal attention if you suspect 
carbon monoxide poisoning 
and are experiencing symp¬ 
toms of carbon monoxide 
poisoning. Early symptoms 
include headache, nausea, 
vomiting and fatigue. Car¬ 
bon monoxide poisoning is 
treatable. 

If you are experiencing 
symptoms of carbon mon¬ 
oxide poisoning, call 911 or 
contact the Poison Control 
hot line at (800) 222-1222.

Governor Steve Beshear 
today announced the im¬ 
mediate distribution of $9.5 
million in additional fed¬ 
eral appropriations for Ken¬ 
tucky’s Low Income Home 
Energy Assistance Program 
(LIHEAP). 

“The availability of home 
heating assistance is critical 
at this time of the year,” Gov. 
Beshear said. “More funding 
means more Kentucky fami¬ 
lies can apply for assistance 
to stay warm during the cold¬ 
er months.” 

The U.S. Department of 
Health and Human Services 
recently released additional 
funding to help eligible low- 
income families meet their 
home energy needs - bring¬ 
ing the total available funds 
since Oct. 1, 2011 to $2.6 
billion. 

Kentucky’s total funding 
for the fiscal year is $46.4 
million. 

The Cabinet for Health 
and Family Services (CHFS) 
administers the LIHEAP pro¬ 
gram in Kentucky through a 
contract with Community 
Action Kentucky (CAK), 
which disburses benefits 
through Community Action 
Agencies (CAA) across the 
state. 

Every county has at least 
one staffed CAA office, ac¬ 
cording to the cabinet. 

Gov. Beshear immediate¬ 
ly made the additional funds 
available to local CAAs once 
his administration received 
notice of the funds for heat¬ 
ing assistance. 

LIHEAP’s first winter 
funding phase, for all eligible 
families who need heating as¬ 
sistance, ended in December. 
The program’s crisis phase, 
for families facing a home¬ 
heating emergency, began 
Jan. 4 and ends March 31 or 
when funding runs out. 

CHFS Secretary Janie 
Miller said the additional 
funding will infuse needed 
assistance to low-income 
families across the state. 


“When energy usage 
increases during winter’s 
harsher weeks, it can be a 
struggle for families to keep 
up with the costs,” she said. 
“With this funding, we can 
reach those households that 
need emergency assistance 
to help keep warm this win¬ 
ter.” 

Secretary Miller said 
CHFS and CAK are help¬ 
ing as many families as 
possible with the money. 
Last year, Kentucky served 
about 171,218 unduplicated 
families through both winter 
phases. 

Families that can most 
benefit from LIHEAP may 
include seniors, young chil¬ 
dren or people with disabili¬ 
ties, Miller said. 

LIHEAP is a short-term 
aid program available to cli¬ 
ents at or below 130 percent 
of the federal poverty guide¬ 
lines. For example, a family 
of four must have a monthly 
income of no more than 
$2,422. 

Families applying at 
their CAAs during the cri¬ 
sis component must bring a 
past due or disconnect notice 
from their utility provider. 

Having past due or 
disconnect notices are not 
the only criteria that make 
households eligible for LI¬ 
HEAP. If an individual or 
family is within four days 
of running out of fuel, they 
may also be eligible for as¬ 
sistance if their primary heat 
source is propane, fuel oil, 
wood or kerosene. This pro¬ 
vision also applies if they 
have received an eviction 
notice for nonpayment of 
rent and home heating cost 
is included as an undesignat¬ 
ed portion of their rent,

and the Civil War 

Readers, since 2012 is 
the 150 th anniversary of the 
Battle of Augusta, the Brack¬ 
en County Historical Society 
will be publishing a series 
of articles in The Bracken 
County News about the battle 
and the Civil War (1861- 
1865). 

This first article will tell 
the history of one of Bracken 
County’s judges, P. T. Cook, 
who was born on April 24, 
1843, and died November 25, 
1925. Cook was from across 
the Ohio River, a resident 
of Clermont County, Ohio. 
However, after his service 
in the Civil War, he married 
Miss Fronk of Brooksville 
and moved to Kentucky. 

Cook kept a diary in 
his younger life as a school 
teacher and his brief, but dan¬ 
gerous, months in the Union 
Army as he traveled into 
Tennessee. Mrs. P. T. Cook 
loaned the Chronicle the di¬ 
ary which was written on a 
heavy back note book and 
was well preserved. This dia¬ 
ry was printed in the Bracken 
Chronicle in 1925. In using 
authentic, first person stories, 
the Society feels that readers 
will be better informed about 
the Civil War and the Battle 
of Augusta. 

The diary began on Jan¬ 
uary 1 st 1862, when Cook re¬ 
corded how cold it was in Cl¬ 
ermont County, Ohio. Cook 
took advantage of this cold 
weather to butcher hogs for 
later transport to market. His 
next entries were February 6 
and 8, 1962, when he took 
note of the Battle of Fort 
Henry, Tennessee where the 
Union Army was victorious. 
On the 8 th he wrote about the 
Battle of Pea Ridge in Mis¬ 
souri, where the Union Army 


defeated the Confederates. 

On February 15, 1862, 
Cook wrote about being no¬ 
tified that he had been hired 
to teach at Todd’s run in Cl¬ 
ermont County. He success¬ 
fully signed the contract to 
receive one dollar each day 
that he held classes. 

March and April 1862 
entries in this diary will fol¬ 
low soon in the second ar¬ 
ticle.

is as well known today as 
the Coca Cola, McDonald’s 
and Nike brand symbols. In 
April of 1970 the very first 
Earth Day was held in which 
Mr. Anderson participated 
and became acutely aware 
of the finite supply of natural 
resources. Folks were begin¬ 
ning to realize that natural 
resources would eventually 
run out and this realization 
became the starting point 
for the environmental move¬ 
ment. Later in that year, 
Anderson was one of 500 
contestants in a contest spon¬ 
sored by Container Corpora¬ 
tion of America who was the 
largest user of recycled fiber 
in the U.S. at that time. The 
contest challenged environ¬ 
mentally-concerned art and 
design students to create a 
design that would symbolize 
the paper recycling process. 

The design of the sym¬ 
bol was to be used to iden¬ 
tify packages made from re¬ 
cycled and recyclable fibers, 
and to call attention to paper 
recycling as an effective 
method of conservation of 
our natural resources. Even 
though Container Corpora¬ 
tion of America was the larg¬ 
est user of recycled material 
at the time and had corporate 
designers on staff, they felt 
that a contest for students 
from the younger genera¬ 
tion as inheritors of the earth 
would be the best source for 
the new design. In the sev¬ 
enties, computers were just 
in the infant stages and all 
graphic designs were created 
by hand with pen and pencil 
and not with computer pro¬ 
grams! While it took several 
years for the design to catch 
on, it is used universally to¬ 
day and Mr. Anderson has 
led a most successful career 
in the architecture and design 
field.

A LASIK PRECAUTION 


Patients interested in 
LASIK will be screened by the 
ophthalomogist for eye diseases 
and conditions that may affect 
his or her suitability for laser- 
correction surgery. For instance, 
in its early stages, glaucoma 
causes no symptoms, which leads 
the ophthalomogist to screen 
for the eye disease by checking 
intracular (inner-eye) pressure and 
looking for optic-nerve damage. 
Because laser refractive surgery 
thins the cornea, screenings 
will show lower intraocular 
pressure readings, which may 
compromise diagnosis of early 
glaucoma. However, by using 
special conversion tables that 
take corneal thickness into 
account, the ophthalmologist can 
correct the results. If glaucoma is 
moderate to severe, LASIK may 
be inadvisable because treatment 
will be more difficult to monitor.
